Blaze Started at the Base of One 
of the Ventilators in the Boiler- 
room—Military Supplies on Board. 
A Tribute to the Courage of the 
Officers and Crew. 


[BY ATLANTIC AND A P.} 


HAVRE, March 9.—Capt. Caussin 
told the story of the fire in La Tou- 
raine after he had taken his vessel 
safely to her dock here. 

“The fire was discovered at 2 a.m., 
Saturday, March 6, when we were in 
north latitude 48.14, and west longi- 
tude 21.06," he said. “It was in the 
base of one of the ventilators in the 
boiler-room. Heavy smoke found its 
way to the bridge. While the men 
in the boiler-room sought to extin- 
guish the blaze, which was not serious 
in itself, I turned my attention to 
other parts of the ship. 

“At this moment one of the night 
watch reported hearing the crackling 
of flames forward. I ordered all the 
crew to their stations and as the ship 
was in a mist, I gave directiong to 
stop the vessel in order that I might 
leave the bridge for the scene of the 
blaze. We discovered flames eati 
their way toward the postoffice an 
beginning to attack neighboring cab- 
ins. We discovered that the flames 
were spreading to the partitions and 
floor of compartment No. 2, so as to 
involve a large amount of freight. Be- 
lieving that se large a part of the car- 
go might take fire and finding we were 
not able to deal with it easily, I de- 
cided to send out a call for aid. Mean- 
while, through holes made in the par- 
titions we obtained a view of the fire, 
which then was. attacked with jets 
of water and steam. Sunday morn- 
ing, the 7th, we had mastered the 
blaze and the danger was past.” 

Capt. Caussin paid tribute to the 
coolness of his officers and crew. 

The ship shows no external sign 
of the fire. It was admitted that 
military supplies were included in the 
cargo.

Graves, rector of the Church of the 
Holy Trinity, who paid his respects 
to the administration when talking 
before the Baptist Ministers’ Confer- 
ence Sunday. 
DISTRICT PLAN. 

Mayor Mitchel, in talkive with 
friends at the City Hall today, said 
that he was in favor of a law to have 
the city divided into districts and then 
have the residents of each district 
vote on the liquor question. The plan 
proposed is to let the people in each 
district decide whether they will have 
the saloons open every day in the 
week including Sunday, have total 
prohibition, or retain present condi- 
tions. , 

The Mayor refused to commit him- 
self either in favor or against prohi- 
bition, but said that he would approve 
whatever the people prefer. He recog- 
nizes, it is said, that the city is com- 
posed of many nationalities, and he 
does not think that the liquor ques- 
tion can find solution in sweeping 
legislation. He thinks that prohibi- 
tion, although it might be approved 
by the majority of the voters in the 
city today, would be undesirable be- 
cause of a large minority that would 
be opposed to such a change. 

The districts, under. such a plan, 
would have to be apportioned by a 
special commission. Political divisions 
would not answer because the local 
option districts would have to be es- 
sentially social. Otherwise one part 
of an Assembly district might vote for 
prohibition and another part have sa- 
loons open every day and Sunday. 

While the Mayor would be ready to 
abide by the decision of the voters, it 
would not please him to have the sa- 
loons open all day Sunday. In the dis- 
-tricts voting for open saloons he would 
have them open during stated hours 
and only after 1 p.m. 


— IMPEACHMENT. 
Speaking of a resolution passed by 
the Baptist Ministers’ Conference 


favoring the impeachmert of the 
Mayor and Police Commission for al- 
leged uninforcement of the Sunday 
law, the Mayor said: 

“These men with one idea can do 
more harm than good. The police de- 
partment has more than to look after 
one phase of the liquor question. We 
can't be disturbed by this kind of 
thing. We've got to go ahead énforc- 
ing the law with the kind of human 
machines we have to operate.“ 

The Mayor was told that the min- 
isters had suggested that if Cardinal 
Farley and Bishop Greer gave the 
word the Mayor would close all the 
saloons on Sunday. 

“Prejudice and spleen,” was his re- 
ply. “Nothing else could lead to any 
suggestion of directly, indirectly or 
even remotely mentioning them in 
connection with any alleged laxity in 
enforcing the law.” 

“Have you any fear of being im- 
peached?” he was asked. 

“IT am not in the slightest bit dis- 
turbed,” was the reply. 

“The Anti-Saloon League has been 
working for years to secure the right 
vote on the question of closing saloons 
in cities and parts of cities,“ said Wil- 
liam H. Anderson, State superintend- 
ent for New York, tonight. “On the 
Sunday question we are absolutely op- 
posed to the Mayor's proposition. We 
do not believe in submitting the ten 
commandments to local option. Our 
position is perfectly consistent. We 
stand for closing salons, not opening 
them wider. Most of the trouble that 
has come in the excise question has 
been due to the compromise years ago 
in opening up the sale of liquor in 
hotels on Sunday. The present Sun- 
day law is class legislation. 

“We believe the man who can af- 
ford to go to a fine hotel or a gilt- 
edged club should have no more rights 
than the working man who has to 
rely on the saloons, and that is why 
we have introduced a bill to prohibit 
the sale of liquor in hotels and clubs 
on Sunday.

IN ESTATE CONTEST. 


Declaration that Miss Eugenie M. 
Ferrer Married Theodore Akerly 
Lord on Pacific Coast is Sald to be 
Wholly False and a Complete 
Fabrication,

WHITE PLAINS (N. Y.) March 9. 
—Statements made by Mrs. Jackson 
Gouraud and Miss Eugenie M. Ferrer 
in the contest over the $300,000 es- 
tate of Theodore Akerley Lord are 
“wholly false, untrue and a complete 
fabrication,” is one of the allegations 
made in an affidavit filled here today 
with Surrogate Sawyer. The. papers 
were presented by R. E. and A. J. 
Prime of Yonkers, counsel for the 
Lord estate, in reply to affidavits 
made by Mrs. Gouraud and Miss Fer- 
rer to the effect that Miss Ferrer was 
married to Mr. Lord by an Alderman 
at the City Hall at San Francisco, 
Cal., on November 28, 1888. Upon 
the strength of these affidavits, Miss 
Ferrer hopes to prove that she is the 
widow of Mr. Lord and as such is en 
titled to a large share of the estate. 
Mrs. Mary McNeill Hopcraft, a mu- 
sician of Plainfield, N. J., is the sign- 
er of the affidavit in which the sworn 


Ferrer are questioned. She says that 
not only did Mr. Lord refuse to mar- 
ry Miss Ferrer, or promise to marry 
her, but that she actually pursued him 
all the way across the continent from 
San Francisco to New York in a futile 
effort to obtain Mr. Lord's promise 
of marriage. 

Other affidavits submitted contra- 
dict in every essential detail the 
sworn statements of Mrs. Gouraud 
and Miss Ferrer. One of them is 
from a woman who swears that Mr. 
Lord was not in San Francisco on 
November 28, 1888, and that therefore 
he could not have been married to 
Miss Ferrer on that day by an Alder- 
man in the City Hall, and further- 
more, that Mrs. Gouraud could not 
as been a witness to any such wed- 

ing. 

Another is to the effect that in 1888 
there was no such office as “alder- 
man” in San Francisco, the func- 
tions ordinarily assigned to such offi- 
cers being vested in the Mayor and 
a Board of Supervisors, none of whom 
had legal authority to perform a 
marriage ceremony. Still another 
tells of the destruction of the city 
records prior to 1906 in the great 
earthquake and fire of that year. 

The papers also reveal that in Feb- 
ruary, 1891, Miss Ferrer started an 
unsuccessful action to collect from 
Mr. Lord $50,000 for alleged breach 
of promise of marriage, charging that 
this alleged promise was made “re- 
peatedly between March 1, 1887, and 
January, 1889. This action was dis- 
continued in the fall of 1892. 

Mr. Lord died on June 17, 1914, at 
hig ho in Yonkers at the age of 
70. He d been a prominent law- 
yer in New York City. He was a 
member of the Larchmont Yacht 
Club and of other social organiza- 
tions. Previous to 1891 he had lived 
in California about twenty-two years.

This power was 
granted. Andrew Bonar Law, 
leader of the opposition, described 
the measure as “probably the most 
drastic ever laid before. Parliament.” 
This step on the part of the govern- 
ment came as a complete surprise, 
although Mr. Lloyd George in a 
speech at Bangor last week empha- 
sized the importance of increasing 
the output of war munitions, which 
labor disputes at that time threatened 
to diminish.

Keep Away from Von Hin- 
denburg Then, Warning. 


Warrior Poses for the Artist 
Between Great Battles. 


He Sits for Painter. 


(Fourth Article.) 

“GENERAL HEADQUARTERS OF 
THE EASTERN GERMAN ARMY, 
Feb. 8.—One sunny morning in Janu- 
ary Gen. von Hindenburg rode down 
from the castle to the studio of Karl 
Ziegler to see some of the young pro- 
fessor’s portraits of eminent men and 
women of Polish Germany—provincial 
governors, merchants, lawyers and ac- 
tresses. 

The studio is on the top floor of the 
Emperor Frederick Museum, only one 
square from the house in which the 
field marshal was born. It happened 
that on this morning easels occupying 
the center of the room held life-size 
portraits in ofl of Von Waldo, a for- 
mer Governor of the province of Po- 
sen; of the new Afchbishop of Po- 
en, Likowski; and of a rich Jew of Po- 
sen, who recently dealt handsomely 
by the government.in the matter of 
large army contracts for overcoats, re- 
fusing, indeed, to make a figure that 
would give any profit on the 


DIVERGENT TYPES ARE SHOWN. 
More divergent than the lithe, 
courtly Von Waldo, the comfortable- 
looking ecclesiastic, and the rubicund 
Jew it would have been difficult to as- 
semble, and the faces, which gazed at 
the observer with that astonishing in- 
tentness and vivacity which Kari Zieg- 
ler gets into all his portraits, in- 
stantly arrested the field marshal’s at- 
tention. For many seconds he stood 
before them in silence, answering the 
six eyes in the pictures with his own 
searching glances. He relished the pic- 
tures and his lips shaped one of his 
grim, veiled smiles as he said: “You 
deal in contrasts, Herr Professor.”

DISAPPROVES OWN PORTRAIT. 


“But that.” he said, “is not good,” 
and the Tannenberg eye searched out 
the corner where the discarded sketch 
stood. None in the room except the 
paigter and the soldier had noticed 
that here was a sketch of Hindenburg 
in that corner. 

A woman who is a goo’ critic of 
pictures as well as of human nature, 
and who had heard the general talk 
on more than one occasion, said: “All 
his comments are candid and simple, 
but much more acute than the com- 
ments of most of the people who try 
to speak the language of the studio 
when they look at pictures. Every word 
he speaks stands for something—1 
don’t know how you say it in English. 
Would it be like this—every word of 
his is a monument 

I thought it would be difficult to tm- 
prove on that and so I said that de- 
cidedly it would be that way in Eng- 
lish. 


“But, after all,” she continued, “T 
think that sometimes it is as much his 
eyes as his words that hold you. I 
have studied him in several moods 
and sometimes the eyes for many 
minutes were like the eyes of an old 
person thinking of things far away 
—so far away. And then suddenly they 
would flash fire, and the glance would 
seem to go through you.” 

EYES LIKE GREAT FREDERICR’S. 

I thought of what Carlyle said of 
the great Frederick when he described 
the brow, “by no means of Olympian 
height,” and the head that had “su- 
perlative gray eyes in it.“ and I asked 
her whether she did not think the 
phrase fitted the Hindenburg eyes.

Karl Ziegler is obsessed by his work

—and some say sleeping—he. is think- 
ing about it. At dinner he is abstracted 
and eats without seeing his food. Sud- 
denly he jumps up from the table, 
strikes an attitude before his wife, 
and says: “I think I paint him so— 
hands thrust into coat pockets, feet 
so, head a little this way. What think 
you?” 

' §TUDIED POSE OF HANDS. 

After lively discussion the painter 
resumes an impersonal attack upon 
the food, but the table talk, save when 
it bears upon the portrait, is to him 
as alien voices. 

He took up with the field marshal 
the question of the pose with hands 
thrust into coat pockets, and the 
field marshal liked the idea. “But,” 
said the painter, “should the whole 
hands be in the pockets or should the 
thumbs be showing—no, I don’t think 
the thumbs should show.” 

The general nodded gravely. 

“Yer,” he said, “we better put the 
thumbs inside, too. I think if you 
leave them outside maybe they look 
like sausages.” 

So that matter was settled. 

REST FROM WAR MANEUVERS. 


An officer who is as solicitous for 
Hindenburg's fame as a son could 
be for his father’s, said: 

“Perhaps you think it strange for 
the field marshal to be sitting for 
his portrait in these troubled times. 
But you must understand that it 
rests with him and takes his mind 
off the campaign. And so we encour- 
age him to do it. It is one of the few 
ways we can lessen the strain of his 
responsibilities.” 

Once persuaded to grant the sittings, 
the general entered into them with 
gusto. Each one is supposed to last 
half an hour. At the end of fifteen or 
twenty minutes the subject is likely to 
stride across the room, peer around at

Underwood, House majority leader in 
the last Congres, and now elected a 
Senator from Alabama, declared that 
“if governmental regulation is unable 


to cope with the vexed problems that 


confront us, the people will accept 
government ownership as — next 
step ahead.” 


Discussing the present 8 of 


regulating business, Mr. Underwood 
said the time had come when the gov- 
ernment should aid and assist the 
leaders of industry and finance. 

It is not enough for the govern- 
ment to permit these men to rise from 
the prostration which has overtaken 
them and their affairs,” he continued. 
“We have reached the point on our 
way to social betterment where sound 
progressivasm must recognize that the 


proper regulation of business requires 


that it must be sometimes helped and 
not always hindered; must sometimes 
be assisted and not forever stricken; 
that we must ocasionally say: Tou 
may,’ and not always, Tou shall not.“ 

Adequate provisien for capital to 
maintain and extend the transpor- 


tation system of the country is the ld 


problem confronting the government in 
its regulation of railroads, Mr. Under- 
wood asserted. He added that “our 
present system of regulation is break- 
ing down, insofar as it has super- 
vised the finances of the railroads 
with a view to allowing them prop- 
erly to protect their securities that 
their credit may be maintained to aid 
in present and future developments.” 

The regulation of railroads, Mr. Un- 
derwood said, should take into con- 
sideration the interests not only of 
the railroads themselves and those 
directly interested as shippers, but of 
the entire country whose commercial 
prosperity is dependent upon adequate 
shipping facilities. 

“We have undertaken the problem 
of government regulation of rail- 
roads,“ he continued, “and the govern- 
ment will not turn back. Regulation 

of practices and rates is here, and 
here to stay. But let us stand for 
wise and just reguniation, and not for 
ill-considered and dangerous regula- 
tion.

“We have been well treated by all 
the chiefs and officers, who, I believe, 
belong to the staff of Gen. Castro. We 
have not been molested in the least 
and we know this is due to orders 
from Gen. Obregbdn, to whom we are 
greatly obliged for the consideration 
shown us. We receive our food from 
our homes. We are allowed to re- 
ceive those who wish to call on us, 
and we have the freedom of the 
building and walk through all the 
corridors and halls. (They are lodged 
in what was formerly the building 
occupied by the Department of War 


and Marine at the National Palace.) 


We have daily communication with 
Father Paredes, who is working to 
solve the situation.’

NEW YORK, March 9.—Keen ap-

Germans and Aus- 
trians have been given every freedom 
of residence, travel and occupation, 
recently various complaints have been 
made that there is some abuse of 
these opportunities, even to the ex- 
tent of endangering the peace and 
order of Japan. The Cabinet, there- 
fore, decided that in case violations 
of the regulations occur in the future, 
the offending foreigners will be ex- 
pelled from the country. It has been 
decided further that subjects of these 
countries who wish to enter Japan 
shall be permittéd to do so only after 
securing a permit from the Japanese 
authorities. 

An offictal statement outlining these 
points concludes as follows: 

There have been reported to the 
Foreign Office many cases of inhu- 
man treatment of the Japanese in 


Germany, as if they were considered 


prisoners. They even have been com- 
pelled to work like ordinary prison- 
ers. There are still some Japanese 
left in Germany whose whereabouts 
are not known as yet, and there is no 
means of learning what is happening 
to them, 

“The decision arrived at by the 
Cabinet has not been made in a spirit 
of revenge. But while conditions in 
Germany are such, it is too much to 
allow Germans and Austrians here to 
live in such a way as to disturb the 
peace and order of the country.” 

There are 123 Germans and twen- 
ty-nine Austrians in Tokio.

Holders. of jitney-bus permits 
who paid at the rate of $60 a 
year for their licenses when the 
city ordinance provides that 
they should pay only $30, ac- 
cording to their interpretation 
of the law, will have to file sep- 
arate claims for refunds.

R a following of women by his 
0 pretended power in communing 
with the spirits of the departed, com- 
bining mysticism and commercialism 
and thereby reaping a fortune in the 
sale of land, came to a bitter realiza- 
tlon yesterday that “He laughs best 
who laughs last.” 

There was a near approach to 
exultation inthe breasts of his dupes 
in the afternoon when a jury in Judge 
Houser's courtroom convicted him of 
having obtained money under false 
pretenses. The slender, almost ef- 
feminate, man in a huge brown toupee 
gave a better imitation of a trance 
than he “pulled” off before his dupes. 
His control, “White Eagle,” the Indian 
Chief. gave him no help. It required 
a cabinet for a manifestation, and a 
courtroom atmosphere is skeptical. 


Haas was convicted under a crim- 
inal charge, the maximum penalty be- 
ing imprisonment in the penitentiary 
for ten years. From an interpreter of 
the mystic, he became a very ordinary 
mortal. As the evidence showed, he 
trade on his pretended power over 
the spirit world to induce women to 
invest in land he owned at Banning, 
land which his own employees testi- 
fied was not the oasis he painted, but 
was rocky and hilly and without wa- 
ter to sustain plant life and trees. 
The charge against Haas was filed 
by the District Attorney, based on the 
complaint of Mrs. Pearl Flynn who 
had invested $2500 in the Banning

Must Have Water. 


Revolutionary Ruling from 
Washington Office. 


Means a ne Job for the 
Field Examiners. — 


Important changes in the matter of 
making desert land entries are an- 
nounced in an official notice received 
yesterday from Hon. Clay Tallman, 
Commissioner of the Gerferal Land Of- 
fice, by Register Roche and Receiver 
Mitchell of the local office. 

The new regulations mean a revolu- 
tion in the manner of making desert 
entries; they also mean that hundreds 
of applications will be turned down, 
for no known source of water supply 
can be shown in many cases and in as 
many more no arrangements have been 
made to develop or secure water from 
wells, irrigation projects or otherwise. 
The first thing demanded by the gov- 
ernment is the reclamation of the land 
and this cannot be done without wa- 
ter. The rules also mean that an enor- 
mous amount of work will be placed 
on the examiners employed by the 
field service, for it will be necessary 
for each application to be examined 
and a favorable report made thereon 
before entry will be allowed. 

The new rules also set out that at 
the time of filing the applicant must 
indicate the source of the water sup- 
ply; character of the irrigation works 
constructed or in process of con- 
struction; reservoirs for storage, 
canals, flumes or other methods by 
which water is to be conserved and 
conveyed to the land; if by direct di- 
version, the character and volume of 
the streams or springs, whether 
perennial, flowing or intermittent: 

If the works have not been con- 
structed the statement niust show 
whether they are to be built by an 
irrigation district, a corporation or an 
association, and a general description 
If it 
is to be done by irrigation works there 
must be a general description of these, 
in an estimate of the cost, etc. 
irrigation is proposed by means of ar- 
tesian wells or by pumping there must 
be evidence furnished that a water 
suppi, exists. There must be a spe- 
cific shu ving as to the altitude of the 
land, character of the soil, and to what 
points upon the tract the ditches or 
lateralg are to be extended; and it 
must be shown that the land is of such

“Resolved, That owing to the in- 
ability of the city of Los Angeles to

quate relief, the Council of Social, 
Agencies be requested to provide for 
their bureau by private subscription 
or otherwise as may be deemed expe- 
dient.“ 


REDUCING GARBAGE. 


Collections—All in August. 

The Pacific Reduction Company is 
now handling one-sixth of the garbage 
collected daily by the city at its new 
plant on Lenard street. The first reg- 
ular deliveries were made to this plant 
beginning March 1. The company 
notified the Board of Public Works 
yesterday that it is prepared to carry 
through its agreement, and receive 
an additional sixth of the total col- 
lections each month, taking over the 
entire amount collected in August. 

Superintendent Murohy stated yes- 
terday that the tests of garbage re- 
duction at the new plant have all 
been completed and have been very 
satisfactory, and tho plant fs now run- 
ning on a commercial basis. 

A variety of products are manu- 
factured from the garbage. These are 
accumulating, and as quickly as a 
sufficient amount of the raw material 
is available for daily delivery the 
3 Will be placed upon the mar- 

et. 

The arrangement of providing but 
one-sixth per month is made so that 
the company may have opportunity 
to fully adjust its running arrange- 
ments and to give an opportunity for 
the V. D. Reduction Company to grad- 
ually reduce the number of its hogs 
at the garbage farm. 

The Pacific Reduction Company 
now employs seventy men at the new 
plant. It is probable this number win 
be materialiy increased as the deliv-

transmit the application involved in 
the report. 

If the project alleged as the sourc 
of the water supply has been reported 
upon but no action on such report has 
been taken by the General Land Office, 
the chief of the field division will 
transmit report to General 
Land Office with appropriate recom- 
mendation. If the applicant alleges a 
project Which has been passed upon 
by the General Land Office, the chief 
of the field division will consider the 
same in accordance with the conclu-

“EFFICIENCY.” 
BURKS ON THE MAYOR. 


Jesse D. Burks, director of the et- 
ficiency department, who has taken 
up the work of 4d voters 
along the lines of “efficient voting,” 
has issued a statement under the head 
of “some things the next Mayor 
must do.” The statement follows: 

(1.) He must appoint efficient or in- 
efficient commissioners and officers tc. 
direct the operation of forty bm eaus 
and offices expending about $10,000,- 
000 annually. 

(2.) He must enforce discipline or 
encourage indifference among 4000 
city employees with a pay roll of 
$4,000,000. 

(3.) He must set the pace, deter- 
mine the point cf view and sense of 
responsibility of departmental offi- 
cials and employees, who will be 
quick to see the spirit and business 
methods that dominate the Mayor’s 
own office. 

(4.) He must prescribe a high or 
low standard of qualifications for of- 
ficials and employees to be named 
for positions exempt from civil serv- 
ice regulations. 

(5.) He must determine the secrecy 
or publicity with which each city de- 
partment conducts public business. 

(6.) He must protect and strength- 
en, or neglect and weaken, the city’s 
credit. 

(7.) He must determine the kind 
of evidence that he will require as 
a basis of approving or disapprov- 
ing specific items in the annual 
budget as passed by the Council. 

(8.) He must determine whether 
the city shall be protected or de 
frauded in the purchase of real es- 
tate,. by demanding or failing to de- 
mand appraisals by disinterested real 
estate experts, and other evidences as 
to value, fitness, urgency of need, and 
availability of sites. 

(9.) He must expedite, igncre or ob- 
struct the work of the City Auditor 
looking ard a progressive revision 
of the city’s business methods—in- 
cluding the reorganization of the ac- 
counting system, standardization of 
specifications, and independent in-

ASEBALL EVANGELISM. 


In this age of specialized knowledge | 


it is strange how in matters nearest to 
the highest welfare of humanity clowns | 
are still able to rush in where wise men 

tread gingerly. If science, in law, in 

business, in trade, in craftsmanship years 

f experience and practice are considered 

necessary for the production of good work, 

surely in teaching religion, on which de- 

pends issues beyond the powers of our 

limited intelligence to fathom, study and 

training and deep and earnest thought are 

@ thousand times more requisite. 

A certain Billy Sunday has gained con- 
siderable notoriety by a campaign of con- 
version launched in the East with un- 
doubted financial and spectacular success. 
Now a man may have been a fairly compe- 
tent baseball player, he may be endowed 
with a rough style of eloquence, but these 
accomplishments do not equip him as a 
spiritual guide in affairs that the best- 
trained intellects handle carefully and with 
reverence. 

Paganini, the master violinist of the ages, 
declared at the end of his career that he 
was just beginning to understand the pos- 
sibilities of his favorite instrument. Billy 
Sunday goes fiddling confidently along 
without waiting even to tune the strings. 
He can make as much noise on a sharp H 
string as a practised hand on a nicely-ad- 
justed violin; and those who mistake noise 
for music are satisfied. If the whole object 
of a musical instrument is to produce noise, 
then baseball evangelism may be a form 
of religion. 

Mr. Sunday is entitled to all the legitt- 
mate financial and spectacular profit of bis 
heterogeneous talents. He has a right to 


finds it better advances his worldly pros- 
pects. But he has no right to complain it 
serious and thotightful exponents of the 


methods and doubt the benefit to morality 
of the advertised results he has obtained. | 

For he evidently is obtaining results. A 
Man can drive a high-powered automobile 
into a flock of sheep and obtain very start- 


thousands swayed by sensationalism and 
hundreds sensitive to hysteria who will 
believe for the moment they have found 
salvation, after some rhetorical outburst of 
the strange Sunday mixture of emotional- 
ism and slang. Ten years from today it 
would be very interesting to discover how 
many of the supposed converts even re- 
member the moment with pride or satisfac- 
tion when they received this miraculous 
change of heart. One swallow of religious 
excitement does not make a summer of re- 
form. 

We do not deny that by touching a man’s 
emotions the outer gateway can be opened 
to his heart. This, indeed, is comparatively 
easy. Yet you may destroy one of the 
outer forts of the Dardanelles and still be 
a long way from Constantinople. To reach 
and hold the inner citadel of a man's moral 
being is a life-long task. 

Were the sudden conversions, such as 
baseball evangelism is supposed to effect, 
really permanent, our Sunday-schools and 
churches and religious services are simply 
superfluous ornaments in religion. We 
might discard cathedrals and leave Chris- 
tlanity to the fugitive soap-box. 

But we know, had it depended on the 
sporadic efforts of Billy Sunday instead 
of on the prolonged and persistent labors 
of trained men and women, Christianity 
would before this have been as dead as 
Hellenism. | 

The administration of law must be sober 
and dignified if respect for law is to be 
maintained. The teaching of truth must be 
orderly and uplifting if respect for religion 
is to continue. When religion fails to 
inspire reverence its mainspring is broken. 

Baseball slang in the pulpit is as much 
out of place as an orthodox sermon in the 
bleachers. It neither advances our national 
game nor helps the spiritual side of man. 
Sudden conversions, based on emotion 
alone, are generally but long files caught 
by an outfielder. Time is an element in 
conversion which baseball evangelism has 
never takeninto account. The Panama

ESTORATION OF PROTECTION. | 
The second law passed by the first . 
Congress of the United States was signed 
by President Washington on July 4, 1789. 
It was entitled: “An Act for the support 
of the government, for the discharge of the 
debts of the United States and for the en- 
couragement and protection of manufac- 
tures.” 

A few of the statesmen in the earlier 
years of the republic doubted the advisa- 
bility of a protective tariff, but neither 
Washington, nor Jefferson, nor Madison, 
nor Jackson, nor Van Buren, nor even 
Buchanan ever questioned its constitution- 
ality. That privilege was reserved for lat- 
ter-day Democrats such as Woodrow Wil- 
son and William J. Bryan. Those states- 
men obtained office on the Baltimore plat- 
form which declared it to be “a funda- 
mental principle of the Democratic party 
that the Federal government, under the 
Constitution, has no right or power to im- 
pose or collect tariff duties except for the 
purpose of revenue.”"—Bosh! rot! also 
piffie! 

Woodrow Wilson's Congress made kin- 
dling wood of the States’ rights plank, the 
Panama Canal plank, the reduction of use- 
less offices plank, thé economy in ad- 
ministration of government plank, and the 
high cost of living plank of the Baltimore 
platform, but, even as a puppy clings to a | 
root, they adhered to their mischievous 
“tariff for revenue only” plank, and st ad- 
here to it, although one year of it in ad- 
ministration has resulted in a revenue def- 
icit of $100,000,000. 

Protection dominated tariff legislation 
for twenty-three years after 1789, during 
which twelve protective tariff laws were 
passed, in each of which laws duties were 
increased in the interest of American manu- 
facturers, and, during those years, our 
growth in wealth and population was 
marvelous. The last and greatest increase 
in duties was made in 1812 to provide 
money to pay the cost of our war with 
England. The war tariff ended with the 
end of the war and for seven years after- 
wards the anti-protectionists controlled 
legislation and established a revenue tariff. 

A high protective tariff was enacted in 
1824, and it was voted for by Senators An-

Buchanan and Thomas H. Benton, and by 
many Democratic representatives. 

In 1828 a still higher protective tariff 

was enacted. A specific duty of 4 cents per 
pound on wool and an ad valorem duty of 
40 per cent. was levied. Other duties on 
imports followed, manufactures revived, 
a home market was created and farm 
products brought high prices. 
Soon the non-manvfacturing South, rest- 
ive under high prices for goods, rebeled 
against protection. John C. Calhoun 
changed his principles and announced him- 
self for free trade. He, succeeded in pro- 
curing the enactment of a new tariff bill 
with a downward sliding scale. It rapidly 
precipitated the country into bankruptcy, 
and in 1837 panic raged. 

In 1840 the people uprose against the 
Democratic doctrine of free trade and 
elected ‘William Henry Harrison to the 
Presidency. In 1842 a protective tariff was 
enacted, and it wad followed by a great 
industrial revival. In 1844 Clay was de- 
feated by Polk, but the latter wrote a letter 
which was published, in which he com- 
mitted himself to the policy of protection. 
The nominee for Vice-President—Dallas of 
Pennsylvania—was an avowed protection- 
ist. But he ylelded to the menaces and 
blandishments of the South, and, by his 
casting vote as President of the Senate, a 
free-trade tariff was again inflicted upon 
the land. 

Other factors intervened to prevent gen- 
eral industrial disaster. The war with Mex- 
fon afforded an outlet for 100,000 unem- 
ployed. Ireland was afflicted with a famine 
that caused an unexpected demand for our 
breadstuffs. The discovery of gold in Call- 
fornia stimulated manufactures and com- 
merce. Then the t war between Eng- 
land, France and a opened another 
rich market for our products. 

The next contest came in 1856. The Re- 
‘publican party favored protection. It was 
defeated, and in 1857 the Democrats in 
Congress enacted a “tariff for revenue 
only.” Our manufacturing industries were, 
as a consequence, paralyzed, and President 
Buchanan, who had signed the free-trade 
tariff, said in his annual message: 

“With unsurpassed plenty in all the 
elements of national wealth our manu- 
facturers have suspended, our public 

works are retarded. our private enter- 
prises of different kinds are abandoned, 
and thousands of useful laborers are 
thrown out of employment and re- 
duced to want.” 

For four years the country suffered un- 
der these conditions. Then came the elec- 
tion of 1861, the Republican party came into 
power, the Morrill protective tariff was en- 
acted, prosperity revisited the land and 
abided with us for thirty-two. years, when 
the Democrats were again enabled to enact 
a Federal law. 

They enacted the W “tariff for reve- 
nue only” law, and it played everlasting 
hell with the industries and commerce of 
the country. Furnaces were unlit, great 
water wheels were covered with moss, the 
‘ gpindles ceased to hum, railroads went into 
the hands of receivers, mining shafts were 
deserted, plows stood idle in the furrow, 
and the red flag of the gs cnt 
from the windows of tens of ds of 
homes. 

Four years later the people refused to 
revolt further against their own prosperity. 
They elected McKinley and restored the 

- doctrine of protection to our national laws. 

And again for sixteen years we grew and 
prospered by leaps and bounds, and then 
came the election of Wilson, followed by 
the Underwood tariff, and again we were 
“in the soup.” Among the industrial tri- 
umphs of a tariff for revenue only, we count 
a diminished production of textile fabrics, 
lessened output of metal goods, dismantled 
sugar factories, closed lumber mills and 
distressed fruit-growers.

THE RESIDUUM OF “THE MELTING 
POT.”

MERICAN society, American domestic 
and public life and policy, have always 
been dominated and controlled by the 
Anglo-Saxon element, and are so today. The 
other races which are merged into the 
American nation have usually submitted, 
with the exception of the Irish, which con- 
sistently has opposed “British domination.” 
It is, therefore, interesting and rather im- 
portant in the situation in which the United 
States find themselves at the present time 
to realize that we are no longer an Anglo- 
Saxon nation, and that the Anglo-Saxon 

element is greatly in the minority. 
During colonial days, the povulation of 
our country was mainly British, that is, 
Anglo-Saxon, though Norman-French, Celt 
and Latin had contributed to the structure 
of the British race. In 1790, of the four 
million inhabitants, probably 75 per cent. 
were Anglo-Saxon, remainder Dutch 
and Scandinavian, German, Irish, French 
and Spanish. As late as 1830, over 70 per 
cent. of the thirteen million inhabitants 
were still Anglo-Saxon. Then, however, 
came the great streams of immigrants: the 
Germans and the Irish, and later the Med- 


| fterraneans and the Slavs, and gradually 


the composition of the American nation 
changed 


About thé early 80’s the Anglo-Saxon 
contingent fell below 50 per cent., and the 
nation ceased to be Anglo-Saxon, became 
truly a new nation, arising out of the melt- 
ing pot of the nations of the Old World. 

In the 90's, in a population of seventy 
millions, the Irish German contingent 
passed numerically the Anglo-Saxon. It

If the change continues in the same direc- 
tion the three components of the American 
race should in about ten years be about 
equal numerically. 

Naturally, such estimates can be approxt- 
mate only, based on the data on population, 
immigration and birth rate. Census figures 
on nationality do not go back for sufficient 
generations and names convey no informa- 
tion in view of the frequency of Americani- 
zation of foreign names.

A shirt, a blanket, a pair of shoes, a pen- 
knife, a yard of silk or woolen cloth, or 
any other manufactured article used by 
man, can be made cheaper in Europe than 
in the United States because the European 
worker gets half the wages of the Ameri- 
can worker. When we reduce the duties 
on the foreign-made article we reduce the 
‘wages of the American worker who makes 
a similar article. 

The duty of restoring the Republican 
tariff is the duty that confronts us for 1916. 
All other issues will be subordinated to it. 


IGH-PRICED SENATORS. 

Democratic and Republican Senators 

disagree about many things, but they are 
in absolute and exquisite harmony on any 
proposition that involves the expenditure 
of government money for their own com- 
fort and satisfaction. ; 
A difficulty was experienced at times in 
getting together a quorum of the House of 
Representatives. The sergeant-at- arms and 
his assistants wearied their legg, and the 
rubber tires on the government autos were 
worn to a frazzle, looking up and arresting 
absentees. To remedy this evil Congréss 
appropriated $3,800,000 to construct a 
House office building—about $10,000 per 
member—and a grand, gloomy and peculiar 
structure arose on the Capitol grounds. The 
result was that the difficulties of obtaining 
a quorum increased, for filibustering ab- 
sentees locked themselves up in parties of 
four and five in their offices, where they 
could pursue the poker industry unmo- 
lested; for the sergeant-at-arms, in conse- 
sequence of his adipose tissues, was unable 
to crawl over the transoms and serve the 
inmates with notices that the House was 
in session and desired their presence.

& way as to professedly give the Los 
Angeles Railway grounds on which to 
re-amend its application, the decision 
of the State Railroad Commission has 
points of interest to those favoring 
municipal ownership of street rail- 
way lines. 
“It had been my intention,” says 
Commissioner Edgerton in the de- 
cision,” to have worked out a form 
under which certain of these bonds 
now held by Mr. Huntington might 
either be transferred into stock, or 
perhaps placed in escrow, so that 
there should remain outstanding and 
in the hands of the public an 
amount of bonds sufficiently less 
than the value of these properties to 
make future financing possible on ad- 
Vantageous terms, and to safeguard 
fully the interests of the city of Los 
Angeles in this matter. 

- “It is my belief,“ the decision con- 
tinues, “that such a plan is practical. 
It will entail, of course, the recog- 
nition by the chief parties in inter- 
est in these railway properties of their 
proper obligations.“ 


WHAT IT MEANS. 


The significance of these utterances 
is that H. E. Huntington owns all the 
Stock of the Los Angeles Railway Cor- 
poration and City Kailway Company, 
which were to be combined as the 
Los Angeles Railway under the refi- 
nancing, except enough to qualify di- 
rectors, and that the city of Los An- 
geles opposed the refinancing as pred- 
icated on a valuation of properties 
which would be inimical to its inter- 
ests in the light of possible purchase. 
Of this matter of values, Commis- 
sioner Edgerton says in the decision: 
“Il am not convinced that showing 
can be made of a value of applicant's 
plant equal to the face value of the 
outstanding bonds.” 

The refinancing, as contemplated by 
the Los Angeles Railway, was the is- 
suance of capital stock of a par value 
of $20,000,000 in exchange for an 
equal amount of stock of the Los An- 
geles Railway Corporation and 
$5,000,000 of stock in its subsidiary, | 
the City Railway Company, and a | 
blanket issuance of $23,544,000 of 
bonds to care for improvements ex- 
tending over a long period of years. 
Among the early improvements con- 
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templated were the._extension of a 
number of lines, purchase of new 
equipment and the joining with the 
city in the lowering and widening of 
certain tunnels. 

The attack of the city was on the 
grounds that many franchises would 
expire before the retirement of bonds 
under the contemplated issue, that 
the value of all street railway prop- 
erty was but $14,782,112, and that. 
frankly, the city desires the lowest 
market price possible put on the yel- 
low car property, as some day the 
city may be in position to buy and it 
wishes to buy cheap. 

Against the city’s inventory the 
company asserted a valuation of the 
property as a going concern of $24,- 
579,556, and the commission's en- 
gineers reported an up-to-the-minute 
depreciated evaluation of $%19,747,- 
767. In other words, the commission's 
valuation was $3,797,767 less than the 
value of the bonds that the Los Ange- 
les Railway contemplated issuing. 
CONDITION GOOD. 


In spite of the denial of the ap- 
plication, Commissioner Edgerton 
says in his decision: “The physical 
and financial condition of this com- 
pany is much more favorable than 
has been found to ex in other 
street railway properties generally in 
this State.“

Oscar Straus Says War will 
Endure Otherwise. 


And will Breed More War by 
Unjust Settlements.

Warring nations form a great confed- 
@racy and each power can rely on 
all the others to work for peace, there 
Will be no universal cessation of hos- 
tilities, is the statement made by Os- 
car F. Straus, diplomat and peace ad- 
vocate, who spoke before the assem- 
bly of Throop College yesterday 
morning. 

Not until Europe is formed into a 
federation of states similar to the 
United States will war cease, accord- 
ing to his belief. In his address he 
declared that the great curse of war 
is that it breeds war, and that what 
is settled by force is not settled in 
justice and what is not settled in jus- 
tice is never permanently settled. 

Peace, he declared, must be founded 
on the strong and permanent basis of 
eternal justice. 

He said: “We secured peace in our 
forty-four States not by fighting pow- 
er, but by placing the power and the 
strength of the Federal government 
behind the rights of each State. 

“The future of the whole world de- 
pends on the way in which the issues 
of this war are decided. And the war 
will end only by exhaustion or media- 
tion.” 

The European war has been the 
cause of more books being bought for 
children than ever before, according 
to Mrs. F. Trago Montgomery of Chi- 
cago, author of the famous “Billy 
Whiskers” stories.

HE IS AS WELD QUALIFIED AS 
HEALTH OFFICER, SAYS | 
CITY TRUSTEE.

REDONDO BEACH, March 9-—The 
Trustees here are in a quandary over 
a milk ordinance they have passed. 
The ordinance gives the powers of en- 
forcing its provisions to the City Mar- 
shal, while some of the Trustees aver 
such powers should be delegated to 
the health officer. 

When the ordinance came up for 
final reading last night exception was 
taken to the clause giving the Mar- 
shal power to enforce its provision. 

Dr. Hembroe, who is a Trustee, was 
asked if the health officer or any phy- 
Sician is qualified to pass upon the 
purity of milk and the sanitary con- 
ditions of dairies. He replied that not 
one physician in ten is equipped to test 
milk and make an analysis, and that 
the Marshal would be as well qualified 
as the health officer, who is a physi- 
cian. But he also said the Marshal 
was no more qualified. The ordinance 
was passed without the question being 
settled. 

The recall election, which has de- 
veloped into a three-cornered fight 
with the “drys” arraigned against the 
“wets,”” will be held April 15. This 
date was decided upon at last night's 
meeting of the Trustees. The recall 
is aimed at City Trustees O. N. Tom- 
linson (prestdent of the board,) E. T. 
Thompson and W. J. Hess. Three re- 
call candidates are in the field—Mr. 
Craig, Mr. Richardson and Mr. Miller 
—while an organization of “drys” 
threatens to put-out three others if the 
proposed candidates file their nomina- 
tion petitions. The “drys” say they 
have 500 votes, and the 100 “wets” 
are pledged to support them because 
of provisions in their platform which 
would eliminate saloons and leave 
nothing but limited wholesale and res- 
taurant liquor licenses. 

Among the many elections to be 
held by the city will be one called for 
April 10 to decide the location of the 
proposed municipal pier, if the bond 
sisue of $121,000 for a pier passes at 
an election Thursday of this week. 
Five questions will be asked the voters. 
They include three locations—one at 
the south end of the bath-house, one 
at the foot of Emerald street and one 
at the foot of Diamond street. The 
voters will also be asked if they pre- 
fer a horseshoe-shaped pier extending 
from Diamond to Emerald streets, or 
a V-shaped pier from Emerald street 
to the south end of the bath-house. 

City Attorney Perry has been in- 
structed to confer with the officials of 
the Redondo Water Company to see 
if they will accept $135,000 for the 
company’s property, that being the 
valuation given by the State Railroad 
Commission. If the company does not 


accept the offer the city may begin 
condemnation proceedings.

SPEEDING UP. 


Huge Order for Tics Leads|

The order 
is one of the largest for shipment 
through this port in several years and 
indicates a big improvement in busi- 
ess.

gestion. Besides the lumber ship-= 
ments, there were four general cargo 
steamers in port yesterday, dis- 
charging an unusual amount of 
freight from northern ports. 

Besides railroad orders, the lum- 
bermen feel the effects of a revival of 
Arizona mining and heavy orders for 
mining timbers are being booked for 
the first time since the outbreak of 
the war in Europe. The schooner 


chored in the outer harbor several 
days, today began the discharge of a 
full cargo of mining timbers for 
Charles R. McCormick & Co., in the 
Southern Pacific slip. 

It is believed the big railroad or- 
der was placed in order to get the 
benefit of the bedrock prices that have 
prevailed and that this, with the re- 
vival of the off-shore trade, is very 
likely to result in increased prices in 
the domestic trade in Southern Call- 
fornia.

CARGO OF MUNITIONS 
FOR MEXICO,

SAN DIEGO, March 9.—Carrying 
4500 rifles and 40,000 rounds of am- 
munition and aparently bound for the 
Mexican port of Topolobampo, the 
schooner Annie Larsen stole quietly 
out of the harbor here before daylight 
this morning and swung southward 
along the Mexican coast. According 
to the vessel's manifests, the muni- 
tions are intended for private parties 
at Topolobampo; but it is believed 
here by those in touch with the situa- 
tion along the west coast that the sup- 
plies will be delivered to either the 
Carranza or Villa forces.

4 OF RAILROADS. 


TIMOTHY HOPKINS TELIS HOW 
THE “BIG FOUR” WORKED. 


Organization of the Southern Pa- 
cific and the Failure to Get a Line 
Through from Ocean to Occan is 


Related in the Unmerger Suit of 
the Government. 


7 {BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 9.—Tim- 
othy Hopkins, former treasurer of the 
Southern Pacific Company, sat for 
hours in the witness chair at the hear- 
ing of the government's suit for the 
unmerging of the Central and South- 
ern Pacific railroads today and re- 
called the story of the early railroad 
building days of California—the days 


of the “Big Four,” the Stanfords, 
Hopkins, Huntingtons and Crockers. 

Through him the Southern Pacific 
attempted to show that the Central 
and Southern Pacific railroads were 
built as one, and in the same manner 
the government attempted to prove 
the opposite. 

The witness told the counsel for the 
government of the birth, in 1885, of 
‘the Southern Pacific company, capl- 
talized at $100,000,000, the holding 
company of the railroads involved; 
how the “Big Four“ sat in meetings 
for a month in New York City work- 
ing out the plans of the merger of 
more than a half-dozen railroads; 
how they planned a railroad under 
one control reaching from New York 
to San Francisco, and of the failure 
of their plans. 

Into the record of the hearing was 
introduced the old records of these 
meetings in which the combination, 
„., H., H. & C.,“ designating Stan- 
ford, Huntington, Hopkins and Crock- 
er, constantly occurred. They were al- 
ways referred to these initials, 
These meetings were held almost 
daily between August 28, 1884, and 
November 7, 1884. Refreshing his

SAFTEY COMMITTEE FAVORS 
NEW CITY ORDINANCE. 


To correct the prevalent abuse by 


residence patrols, the Public Safety 
Committee of the City Council yes- 
terday recommended a drastic ordi- 
nance for passage by the Council. 
The proposed ordinance has been 
in committee for nearly a year and 
not until a flood of complaints came 


able to get any action on the matter. 
The City Attcrney drafted the ordi- 
mance and sent it to the committee 
Monday, and favorable action was 
taken yesterday. 

“The abominable abuse that is now 
being foisted upon the taxpayers and 
upon innocent people should be 
stopped at once,” said Oscar E. Far- 
ish in a letter to the committee yes- 
terday. 

“There is no question that people 
are being intimidated by private de- 
tectives and private watchmen,” said 
President Whiffen. “We should take 
immediate acticn to place this matter 


and empower him to regulate the 
business so that people will no longer 
be harassed and bothered.” 

Councilman Snowden said that so- 
licitors have been at work in his 
neighborhood intimidating many per- 
sons, and that he w sick of the busi- 
ness. He added: 

“If a person refuses to sign up with 
them that they will pay for protec- 
tion for a period of years and agree 
not to employ anyone else during 
that time,. that person becomes 
marked and is intimidated at every 
turn. We ought to regulate these fel- 
lows, and place the supervision of the 
business with the Chief of Police.” 

Two crdinance are presented, one 
of which places the license fee at $60 


plies to “every person, firm, associa- 
tion, co-partnership or corporation 
engaged in conducting, managing or 
carrying on the business of a private 
detective for hire or reward or fur- 
nishing or supplying private detec- 
tives or private watchmen for hire cr 
reward.” 

The regulating ordinance provides 
that no one shall engage in the pri- 
vate detective or watchman business 
without first having procured a per- 
mit from the Board of Police Com- 
missioners. 

The Police Commission will be em- 
powered, under the ordinance, to es- 
tablish rules cf conduct that will 
Place a curb upon the present abuses 
about which there has been general 
complaint. 

The ordinance will come before the 
Council this morning. 


EXPIRING FRANCHISES. 
NO POLICY YET DECIDED. 

Although the day is approaching 
when the first of a series of important 
franchises for street railways expires, 
to be followed by several others in 
the next following few months, the 
City Council has not yet decided its 
policy regarding them. The subject 
mow lies in the hands of the Public 
Utilities Committee. 

Councilman Langdon, a member of 
this committee, said yesterday that 
until the present projects in which 
the city is engaged have been put 
upon a revenue-producing basis he 
considers it absolute folly to plan for 
the municipality on any other task 
that would require a vast outlay, of 
mcney.

PARK MYSTERY? 


SELF-SLAIN MAN A “PLANT OR 
CONFESSED BURGLAR? 


— 4 
The decomposed body of a man was 
found in Elysian Park August 17, 
1914. The remains were taken to an 
undertaking establishment and they 
were buried under the name of John 
Doe. : 
In Judge Finlayson's court yester- 
day evidence was produced to show 
that the unknown man was Bennett 
G. Jeffries, who, according to the po- 
lice, confessed to forty-nine bur- 
glaries. This evidence consisted of 
certain articles found on the body and 
which were identified as the personal 
belongings of the burglar. One arti- 
cle was a peculiar key ring which 
Jeffries was known to have carried. 
The court declared that the suicide 
was Jeffries, and thereby relieved P. 
L. Clark, C. T. Jantzen and Charles 
Thompson from making good a $1500 
bond they had given for the appear- 
ance of Jeffries on the charge of bur- 
giary. The county of Los Angeles was 
plaintiff in the action to recover the 
bond money. 
The sordid story has a romantic 
side. After Jeffries’s arrest in San 
Diego, June 19, 1914, on a burglary 


charge, and he was brought to this! 


city, arraigned before Justice Sum- 
merfield and bound over to the Su- 
perior Court under $1500 bonds, his 
sweetheart made strenuous efforts to 
secure bondsmen. Through“ her et- 
forts she succeeded, the bondsmen 
never doubting that her lover would 
appear in court when his was 
called. 

The day before the court deter- 
mined that Jeffries took his life, 
namely, August 6, Jeffries said to one 
of his bondsmen that life was not 
worth living, but no suspicion rested) 
that he contemplated suicide. 

When Jeffries failed to appear for 
trial, Detective A. F. Blaylock was 
employed -to find him. He was not 
able to get a trace, even his parents 
having left the city. With a subcon- 
scious idea that he might have car- 
ried out a design against his life, Mr. 
Blaylock visited the undertaking es- 
tablishments and obtained his first 
clew. The unknown suicide’s key ring 
offered the strongest proof that he 
was Jeffries. 

If the suicide was a plant“ and 
Jeffries ever turns up he will be tried. 
No court proceedings are to 
restore him to life legally or give him 
back his name. Detective Blaylock 
says he cannot find the sweetheart 
who played a part in the story.
